The british case is an appeal being heard by 
five law lords who will be making their 
decision in a few weeks time. 

In March this year magistrates ai Reading. put 
a one year old child into the care of 
Berkshire Gounty Council because the council 
claim that the mother is am "unfit mother" 
based on what she did whilsg she was pregnant. 
The woman,an addict,continued to take heroin 
which meant that the baby,itself,was born 
addicted and went through withdrawal when she 
was born.It is an emotive issue-just the sort 
of case the Right have been waiting for. 


Both cases,though they are differ 
related because they are dealing + 
same issues.If they go through, the ect they 
will have on women here and in the States will 
be catastrophic. 


The main point both courts will be decidingon 
is whether or not a fetus is a"child" for the 
purposes of child legislation-protection of 
the unborn child (heard that one before?).
